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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's argunnents concerning the Salgado 
and Lenny references are not persuasive. The Exanniner nnaintains his position as stated by previous Office Action. Regarding the 
clainns, Salgado teaches a "printing subsystem". As exposed by the argunnents, "scheduling of print jobs is inherent to a print engine" 
(see page 13 of 16). In another aspect of the claims, Salgado does not explicitly teach a "scheduling driver". Nonetheless, by definition, 
a "scheduling driver" is a set of instructions used to schedule jobs for execution. Salgado teaches programming and selecting jobs to be 
performed, as exposed in previous Office action.
